The comment on this condition in 
the report is: “The committee feels 
that more care should have been 
exercised in drawing up the lease, so

Expenditures Criticised. 

The, committee, upon examination 
01 the original plans for the hospital 
found that provision had been made 
for an admitting building for 90 
patients and a nurses’ dormitory. 
Seeking to learn why these quarters 
had not been constructed, it analyzed 
the hospital construction account of 
the city for 10 years. It found that 
in that period taxes had produced 
$1,069,343, of which $1,014,599.99 
had been expended, including $318,- 
000 for the two buildings now con- 
stituting the Isolation group. The 
committee criticises two other ex- 
penditures as having taken funds 
that might have been spent for com- 
pleting the Isolation group. These 


at the city hospital and $125,000 for 
a negro hospital. 

Concerning the city hospital clinic 
building the committee finds the fol- 
lowing facts: 

“On Aug. 14, 1916, an ordinance 
Was passed appropriating $125,000 
from the hospital building fund for 
the purpose of erecting this building 
according to the ‘general’ plans.

The matter was 
again taken up, plans simplified, new 
bids were obtained for the simplified 
construction, which furnished a 
building far inferior to that origin- 
ally planned. An additional appro- 
priation was made and work was 
started September, 1919; the work 
to be finished August, 1920. This 
building is not yet completed. The 
cost of the present building is ap- 
proximately $330,000. 

“As far as the committee could as- 
certain there seems to have been a 
general dilatory action in regard to 
this building which has cost the city 
thousands of dollars.” 


Alleged Waste of Funds. 


The committee declares that the 
establishment of city hospital No. 2 
for negroes was ‘‘not only a waste of 
the hospital fund, but has put an 
additional unnecessary yearly burden 
on the city.” Continuing, it de- 
clares: 

“There is absolutely no need from 
a medical or administrative stand- 
point for a separate city hospital for 
negroes. It has meant a duplication 
of administrative and operative 
staffs, equipment, etc., at a _  tre- 
mendous initial and annual expense 
without in any way benefiting the 
patients. As a matter of fact, facil- 
ities for the care of patients are not 
and never can be as good as at the 
city hospital. If it had been nec- 
essary to obtain more wards for ne- 
groes, this should have been done 
by adding to the present city hos- 
pital and not by duplicating admin- 
istrative and operative expenses. 

“The committee feels that the ex- 
cuse of ‘poverty’ as the cause of the 
failure to complete the isolation 
hospital is due in large measure to 
a waste of the ‘hospital fund’ 
brought about by the unnecessary 
delay in the erection of the clinic 
building and by the purchase and 
development of city hospital No. 2.” 


Suggestions in Report. 


The report concludes with the fol- 
lowing suggestions: 

1. Immediate relief to be obtained 
by finding other suitable quarters for 
the nurses, so that the entire isola- 
tion bullding can be utilized for 
patients, 

2. The erection of small units of | 
temporary huts, such as used by the 
army, Or emall portable houses, It 
is possible that these can be ob- 
tained second hand. They can be 
erected during the summer and used 
next winter for convalescent pa- 
tients, carriers, etc, during 
months of peak load.

Science and Criminals. 


“During the last two decades 
science has made great steps in the 
study of criminals.

Psychiatry has been found- 
ed for the detection and treatment 
of mental diseases. What use is 
being made in this city of what 
science has developed here and 
abroad, and particularly during 
the war? 

“The character of these ques- 
tions will show that the survey is 
no high-brow undertaking. It is 
one requiring penetrating scientific 
study, and looking to concrete re- 
sults that will affect every man, 
woman and child in Cleveland 
Our task is fundamental—and not 
a crusade to get rid of thia Chief 
of Police. or that prosecutor. 
Causes and not phenomena are our 
problems. We are attempting to 
make a thorough diagnosie of all 
the factors related to the admin- 
istration of justice. The fact that 
Cleveland has undertaken this aur- 
vey is not proof that Cleveland is 
worse than any other city, but bet- 
ter, because it is self-critical.’ 

As an example of the thoroughness 
with which the survey has been 
mapped out, one may cite the plan 
for the investigation of the Police 
Department.

_didates on each ticket. 
| Each party ticket will occupy one 
column on the ballot, the party cast- 
_ing the highest vote for Governor in 
the preceding election having the 
first column, the party casting the 
second highest vote the second col- 
umn, and so on. This will give the 
| Republican ticket the first plaee on 
‘the ballot for the 1922 and 1924 elec- 
tions, at least. 

The State committee of eaéh’ ‘party 
will designate a party emblem whith, 
| with the name of the party, wit? be 
| placed at the top of the ballot as the 
heading for the party ticket: >The 
»use of the American flag as the em- 
blem of any party is prohibited. ° 


Names of Candidates. 


Beneath the party name and em- 
blem will be placed a circle one-half 
inch in @Qlameter, and the names of 
candidates of each party will be 
placed below the circle at the head 
of that party ticket. The nanw of

The question in time is not so much whether 
the city administration is good as whether we 
can afford it. The political obligations of any 
such administration become in time An obstacle 
to municipal progress. Thus, if the payroll, by 
reason of obligations accumulated through a 
series of campaigns, becomes so large that 
there is no money left for streets, etc., the 
question of what the administration costs takes 
precedence over its merit. This must be true, 
Since it cannot have any merit if it has no 
money for public improvements. We are not 
related to anybody in the present campaign, 
nor are we enjoying any kind of buSiness asso- 
ciation with the administration. Nobody at the 
city hall is buying any of our product. We are 
happily able to carry a rather full line of 
monkey business and dispose of our wares 
without having to join anybody's club. either 
on his record or upon our own expectations.

If vou ever 
heard him, you know what your sensations were 
at the time. You knew he would say some- 
thing funny and you knew he would say some- 
thing sensible. Mark Twain was a giant of this 
tyne. He surpassed either Lincoln or Clark as 
a humorist, but there was little in which they 
surpassed him. Those men were very human. 
Mar.y of them occurred in this country, and 
they have al] been loved. Mark was the only 
one of them, so far as we know, who chafed 
under the limitations of the type. Mark would 
have liked better the era we are in now. He 
was not satisfied with his place in literature, 
but Lincoln and Clark were content in men’s 
hearts. It is not quite true to say that this 
type of man has been greatly admired. It is 
wholly true to say he has been loved. Educa- 
tion is admirable. Human nature is lovable. 
We love James Whitcomb Riley, but we admire 
Stevenson. We loved Clark. He was of his 
time, which could not last—but shall we havea 
happier time?
